‘BEST IN THE WORLD 
No other nation in the world gives 
to its citizens a mail service’ compar- 
- able with that of the United States. The 


citizens of no other counry can com-~ 


municate with each other or with the 
outside world at so small a cost as 
they can in this country. , No other 
country even remotely apiroaches the 
United States in the amount of mail 
handled. In fact the American postal 
systent handles one-third of the whole 
worlds mail, including in number all 
the pieces handled by Great Britain, 
Germany, France, and Russia combin- 
ed. The mail of New York city alone is 
greater than that of the, Pamnon of 
Canada. 


No mail service equals that of the 
United States in the speed with which 
letters are transported to great dis- 
tances. In no other country may citi- 
zens mail.such large and heavy pack- 
ages by parcel post. No other country 
‘is so honeycombed with rural free de- 
livery routes or approaches the service 
furnished by the United States to its 
rural inhabitants, either in the richest 
farming regions or in the sparsely set- 
tled‘ sections, where the hermit of the 
mountain or desert dwells. 

For two cents, the citizen of Miami 
Fla., may send a letter to Point Barrow 


Alaska, or to the Philippine Islands. by 


domestic mail, A still greater distance 
may be reached, however, for two cents 
by international mail, by Which a one 


, Ounce letter may be sent from Point . 


” Barrow to Terra Dél* Fuego, at the 
most southern point of South America: 
For that matter, the two cent stamp 
will carry an ounce letter to any coun- 
try in the western hemisphere with the 
exception of Chile, French and Dutch 
Guiana, Venezuela, and the islands of 
Martinique and Guadalupe. 

Two cents will-carry an ounce let- 
ter to Great Britain and to far off New: 
Zealand in the South seas, but an an- 
swer from either place requires a three 
cent stamp. Spain and its African col- 
onies may be reached for two cents, 
but the reply postage will cost five 
cents. Any other country in the world 
may be reached for five cents, althouwoeh 
it was only sixty years ago when a let- 
ter to Australia cost $2.04. 

An icea o' tie firm ‘oundation on 
which the American postal service is 
built, may be visualized by the fact 
that it was the gnly country in the 
“world the personnel of which was not 
demoralized or seriously crippled dur- 
ing the world war. In the other coun- 
tries, deliveries were cut one-third and 
the service maintained only by the 
drafting of womn to carry the mails. 

The Unitel States is the only coun- 
try of importance where pre-war post- 
age rates are still maintained. For 20 
months during the war, letter rates 
were increased to ‘three cents but the 
extra cent was levied asa tax to.as- 
sist in carrying on the war and no por- 
tion of it accrued to the postal service. 

The American railway mail ser- 
vice is the greatest in the world, prin- 
cipally, of course, en account of the 
immense railway systems of this coun- 
trv. Because of the gfeat preponder- 
ante: of mail. in this country, more fiie-

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, A MEASURE OF DEBT 

One year ago; “according to the 
World Almanac,.a standard and ac- 
cepted authority, France owed 316,984,- 
988,953 francs, including her floating 
debt of 87,000,000,000 in round figures. 
Making an extravagant allowance for 
exchange conditions, we may safely 
assume that the internal and external 
debt of France is now approximately 
forty billions of dollars, three quarters 
of which represents engagements made 
on account of the war. This sum does 
not represent her losses as a result 
of the German invasion: it represents 
the-sum expended while fighting for 
her life, To it must be added the depre- 
ciation/of property laid waste and the 


‘losses incurred by the disarrangement 


of her internal industries. 


It is impossible to say what Ger- 
many owes, but a year ago, when the 
mark was worth far more than it is 
today, the Bankers’ Trust Company of 
New York estimated that the German 
debt was less than two million dollars. 
It may be safely assumed that it is en- 
tirely neglible as compared with the 
war debt of France, Great Britain or 
the United States. Germany’ s loans dur 
ing the war were almost exclusively in- 
ternal, and these loans have been fully 
acquitted with paper. She was not in- 
vaded, her territory is intact, her means 


of production and her resources gen- 


erally are what they’ were in 1921 and 
she is rid of a military establishment 
that cost her a billion a year. If she 
were called upon to pay $50,000,000. in 


gold, it would not work any greater 


hardship upon her than the war has in- 
flicted upon France, including ruin 
wrought in the devastated areas. 

If the German indemnity is fixed 
at a penny less than France owes, it 
will be an indemnity in reverse order, 
equivalent to the allies paying for repar 
ations a sum equal to the difference be- 
tween the French national debt and’ the 
sum actually exacted from Berlin.
